If it's still available, I really enjoyed GIVE ME LIBERTY, a graphic 
novel by Frank Miller and Dave Gibbons, in color, $16, from Dell Pub- 
lishing. The story is set in early 21st century, about a young African 
American woman from the ghetto who joins the Pax Corps to save the Amazon 
rain forest and finds lots of violent action and crooked politics. It 
is a well-illustrated, intelligent graphic novel.

THE NIGHTMARE 
BEFORE CHRISTMAS, a stop motion animation musical feature from Disney, 
conceived by Tim Burton, directed by Henry Selick, for release later 
this year.
